Community Asset, Says Dean
The 30 mobile home parks in 

Torrance are a community as­ 
set, according to Dr. James 
Gillies, assistant dean, Gradu­ 
ate School of Business Admin­ 
istration, UCLA, who com­ 
pleted a comprehensive sur­ 
vey of mobile home parks 
early this year.

Purpose of the iurrey was 
to evolve a tnie picture of 
the tax, social and economic 
relationship of the mobile 
home parks and their resi­ 
dents to the surrounding com­ 
munity.

In his report, Dr. Gillies 
found that modern mobile 
home parks with their self- 
contained recreational and so­ 
cial activities provide quality 
housing at relatively low cost. 
And that "the vast majority 
homes selected this way of 
of people living in mobile 
life through choice, not eco­ 
nomic necessity."

As part of the tax research. 
Dr. Gillies made comparisons! 
between mobile home parks | 
of low density (11 spaces or 
less per acre) and commen­ 
surate housing developments.! 
Results showed that both
